May it please yotjr Excellency, 

This report presents some features of novelty as compared -with those of the year 
1880 and preceding years. 

In accordance with the instructions of the Irish Government, returns of Thoroughbred 
and other horses used for breeding purposes and returns of agricultural machines have 
been obtained for comparison with returns obtained six years previously, in the year 
1875. In continuance of a return for 1880, concerning the acreage and liability to 
disease of potatoes, a new and more minute return has been obtained, showing the 
acreage of each variety of potato planted and the yield per acre of each. 

With the view of reducing the bulk of the Tables and arranging them in a more 
systematic manner, some obsolete tables have been omitted and some others have had 
their sequence slightly altered from that pursued in former years. These alterations 
have not been permitted to interfere with the general comparability of the Tables with 
those of former years. These changes have been approved by the Government. 

Owing to these alterations, to the additional work in connexion with this depart- 
ment imposed on the Royal Irish Constabulary and the Dublin Metropolitan Police in 
connexion with the Census of 1881, and other difficulties to which it is not necessary 
here to refer, the collection and arrangement of the Statistics for 18S1 have been delayed 
beyond the usual time. 

The returns, although not presenting the unusually favourable oharaoter of 1 880, are 
fully up to, and in many respects above, the average.

The area under Crops (including meadow and clover), in 1881, compared with 1880 
shows an increase of 114,291 acres, “Bog, Waste, Water, &a,” of 74,750 acres, Fallow 
of 5 798 acres; while there is a decrease of 11,155 acres under Woods and Plantations, 
and of 183,684 acres under Grass. 

Of the 4,708,047 acres given as under “ Bog Waste, Water, &c.,” in 1881, 1,720,026 
acres were enumerated as “Bog and Marsh,” 2,117,672 acres as “Barren Mountain 
Land ” and 870,349 acres as “Water, Roads, Fences, &c.” Compared with 1880 “Bog 
and Marsh” appears to have increased 1,640 acres, “ Barren Mountain Land” shows an 
apparent increase of 53,311 acres, and “Water, Roads, Fences, &c.,” of 20,788 acres. 

The area and proportionate extent of each crop in 1880 and 1881, with the increase or 
decrease in the latter year, are given in the following Table (I.), from which it appears 
that the crops of 1881, compared with 1880, show a total increase in cereals oi 10,698 
acres oats having increased by 11,384 acres, wheat by 5,086 acres, and bere and rye by 
394 acres, while barley decreased 7,923 acres. 

In green crops there is a total increase of 22,784 acres, potatoes having increased by 34,642 
acres against a decrease of 22,020 acres in the previous year; mangel wurzel and beet

root by 3,323 acres, vetches and rape by 865 acres ; while turnips decreased by 7,485 
acres, cabbage by 7,906 acres, and carrots, parsnips, and other green crops by 657 acres. 

Flax shows a decrease of 10,395 acres, and meadow and clover an increase of 91,204 acres. 

In 1881, 34'2 acres in every 100 under crops were under cereals, 24 - 5 under green 
crops, 2'8 under flax, and 38 ‘5 under meadow and clover. 

Varieties of Potatoes. — The tables in the Appendix relating to the potato crop point to several 

Potatoes. Im portant conclusions. It will be observed (See Appendix, Table A, p. 66) that of the 
855,293 acres planted with potatoes, upwards of 60 per cent, belong to one variety, 
namely, “ Champions,” showing a very large increase of this variety on the previous 
year, although even at that period this variety occupied the first place. Of the total 
area under potatoes 10 per cent, was under White Pocks, 8 '3 per cent, under Skerry 
Blues, 5 '6 per cent, under Flounders, 5 per cent, under Scotch Downs, 1 per cent, each 
under Leather Coats and Kemps, 0*8 per cent, under Brown Pocks, and 5T per cent, 
under all other varieties. It will be seen by a reference to Table 0 of the Appendix 
that not only was the Champion variety the one planted in greatest quantity, but that it 
was very prolific in its yield. It is a matter for practical agriculturists to seriously 
consider whether it is advisable for the Irish farmers to run the risk of having such a 
large stake in one variety of potato. 

Table C also points out which are the best potato-growing districts in Ireland, and 
also the varieties which appear to thrive best in particular counties. 

Of the total extent under tillage in 1881, 81 '6 per cent., or over four-fifths, were under 
three crops — oats (26 - 8), potatoes (16‘3), and meadow and clover (38‘5).

Grazing The extent of land under grass in 1881 ( exclusive of that under meadow and clover) was 

1^,075,424 acres, or 49'C in every 100 of the entire country, against 10,259,108 acres or 
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^>0'4 per cent, in 1880. The relative proportions under grass in each Province were 
— in Munster 55- 0 per cent, in 1881, and 56'0 per cent, in 1 830 ; Leinster 53*1 per 
cent, in 1881, and 54’7 in 1880; Connaught 48‘6 in 1881, and 4i)-l in 1880; and Ulster 
41*2 per cent, in 1881, and 4V5 in 1880. 

There appears to have been a decrease of pasture land in 1881 in each Province, viz. : — In Grazing 
Leinster of l ’6 per cent., in Munster of 10, in Connaught of 0*5, and in Ulster of 0-3 percent. 

Of the counties — Clare, Limerick, Meath, and "Westmeath had each above 60 acres in 1 
every 100 of their entire area under grass; Fermanagh, Kildare, Kilkenny, Leitrim, 
Roscommon, and Tipperary had above 55 and under 60 acres ; Carlow, Cavan, Cork, 

Queen’s, Waterford and Wexford had from 50 to 55 acres; Antrim, Dublin, Galway, 

Kerry, King’s, Longford, Mayo, Sligo, Monaghan, Tyrone, and Wicklow had above 40 and 
under 50 acres; and Armagh, Donegal. Down, and Louth had over 30 and under 40 acres 
in every 100 acres under grass in 1881. Only 30 '2 per cent, of the total area of Donegal 
was enumerated in 1881 as under grass, while Meath shows the highest per-ceutage, 66'S. 

The area of each County and Province, and the extent and per-centage under grass 
in 1881, arc given at page L8. 

Of the total area of Ireland (20,328,753 statute acres),* the land under grass in 18S1 Division of 
is, as already stated, a little under one-lialf. It appears from the succeeding Table (II.) to ban 11 . 1872-. 
have decreased from 50'4 per cent, of the total area in 1872 to 49 *6 in 1881, though in 18S1 ' 
the intermediate years it rose as high as 51 '7 per cent, in 1876, but fell to 49 - 9 in 
1877 and again rose to 50*4 in 1880. 

In Crops a decrease has taken place in the ten years of from 5,487,313 acres in 1S72, 
to 5,195,375, or from 27'0 to 25'6 per cent, of the total area. 

Fallow or uncropped arable land numbered 18,404 acres in 1872,and21,204 acres ini S81. 

Woods and Plantations exhibit a slight increase in the decade, viz., from 325,703 
to 328,703. 

In “Bog, Waste, Water, &c.” an increase is shown of from 4,250,229 acres in 1872, 
to 4,708,047 acres in 1881, or from 20'9 to 231 per cent, of the total area. Since 1877, 
it must be borne in mind, that the area under this head includes a large quantity of 
coarse mountain pasturage which was formerly returned as Grass. 

The number of holdings exceeding 1 acre has fallen from 542,328 in 1872, to 
526,743 in 1881.

From this it appears that there are five counties with upwards of 100,000 acres under 
“Bog and Mai'sh,” viz. : — Mayo, with 303,479 acres, or 23 -0 per cent, of its entire 
area; Galway, 236,287 acres, or 15'8 per cent.; Donegal, 162,074 acres, or 13 - 6 per 
cent.; King’s, 112,332 acres, or 22 - 8 per ceut. ; and Kerry, 109,132 acres, or 9 - 4 
per cent. The following counties contain the smallest area under " Bog and Marsh,” 

-viz. : — Dublin, 2,109 acres, or 0-9 per cent, of its entire area; Louth, 2,644 acres, or 1*3 
per cent. ; Down, 5,824 acres, or 1*0 per cent. ; and Carlow, 4,658 acres, or 2T per cent. 

.707,360 acres in the province of Connaught, or l6 - 7 per cent, of its entire area, are re- 
turned as under “ Bog and Marsh,” including 87,381 acres, or 14-8 percent, of the County 
.Roscommon, in addition to the large extent in Mayo aud Galway as before mentioned. 

“ Barren Mountain Laud” covers an area of 100,000 acres and upwards in the following Barren 
..six counties, viz. -.—Donegal, 345,275 acres, or 29’0 per cent, of its entire area; Kerry, Monnfein

260,823 acres, or 22‘5 per cent. ; Galway, 202.719 acres, or 13*5 per cent. ; Cork, 
231,441 acres, or 12'6 per cent. ; Mayo, 218,194 acre8, or 16*6 per cent. ; and Tyrone' 
107,565 acres, or 13‘8 per cent. 

14*3 per cent, of Sligo, or 64,333 acres, 6‘5 per cent., or 68,077 acres of Tipperary, 
and 16*3 per cent., or 74,229 acres of Waterford are under “Barren Mountain Land.” 
The counties containing the smallest area under “ Barren Mountain Land” are Meath 
with 201 acres ; Longford, 712 acres, or 0*3 per cent, of its entire area; Kildare, 1,106 
acres, or *2 per cent. ; Westmeath, 804 acres, or 0 - 2 per cent. ; and Roscommon, 5,149 
acres, or 0*9 per cent. Only 190,685 acres, or 3*9 per cent, of Leinster are returned as 
being under “Barren Mountain Land /’while 732,157 acres, or 12*3 per cent, of Munster; 
675,776 acres, or 12’7 per cent, of Ulster ; and 519,054 acres or 12-3 per cent, of 
Connaught are similarly returned. 

Yerv little variation is exhibited in the proportionate area under “Water, Roads, 
Bences, &c.” in the several counties and provinces. In the counties the highest per- 
centage is 7*0 in Dublin, and the lowest 2*9 in the county of Roscommon. Only 870,349 
acres (including 133,035 acres under water), or 4*3 per cent, of the entire area of the 
country, were returned in 1881 as “Water, Roads, Fences, &c.” This, however, does not 
include the acreage under the larger. rivers, lakes and tideways. See note, page 3. 

A table showing the division of land by Poor Law Unions is given at pages 19 and 20. 

According to the returns for 1881, the number of separate holdings was 577,739, being 
3,517 more than in the previous year. The holdings which increased in number were — 
“those not exceeding 1 acre” by 383; “above 1 and not exceeding 5 acres” by 2,779 ; 
“above 5 and not exceeding 15 acres” by 2,710. The holdings which decreased in 
number were — "those above 15 and not exceeding 30 acres” by 725 ; “ above 30 and not 
exceeding 50 acres” by 538 ; “ above 50 and not exceeding 100 acres ” by 628; “ above 
100 and not exceeding 200 acres” by 199 ; “ above 200 and not exceeding 500 acres” by 
136; and those “above 500 acres” by 129.

As in many instances landholders occupy more than one farm, and as, in other cases,, 
farms extend into two or more townlands — the portion in each townland being enume- 
rated and classified as a separate holding — it has been considered desirable, with the 
view of ascertaining the number of Occupiers , and of classifying them according to the 
total extent of land held by each, to obtain a Return of the number of persons having 
more than one farm or holding. Each Enumerator is therefore required to furnish the 
name of every land-holder residing in his district who has two or more farms, or 
whose farm extends. into two or more townlands, together with the area of each, and the 
locality in which it is situated.* The number of actual occupiers in 1881 thus arrived at 
is given in Table IV., page 8, by counties and provinces. On comparing the results in 
this Table with the figures given in Table III., it appears that in 1881 there were 577,739 
holdings in the hands of 529,684 occupiers.

There has been an increase in each province. In Ulster there was an increase of 202 — 
from 174,526 in 1880 to 174,728 in 1881; in Leinster, of 459 — from 93,117 in 1880 
to 93,576 in 1881 ; in Munster of 761 — from 98,786 in 1880 to 99,547 in 1881 ; 
and in Connaught the increase numbered 684 — from 111,194 in 1880 to 111,878 
in 1881. The increase in occupiers holding land above 1 and not exceeding 50 acres 
was 2,698, while the number holding land exceeding that acreage decreased by 592.

Holdings “above 15 and not exceeding 30 acres” increased 9'4 per cent, in Leinster; 
119 - 0 in Ulster; and 465‘1 in Connaught. They decreased 9*3 per cent, in Munster; 
while in all Ireland they increased 71 ‘2 per cent. 
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Holdings “above 30 acres” increased 120’0 per cent, in Leinster; 236‘9 in Munster; 

340'3 in Ulster; 397 6 in Connaught ; and in all Ireland 228‘d per cent. 

The total number of holdings “above 1 acre” decreased between 1841 and 1881 by 20’6 
per cent, in Leinster; 31 *7 in Munster ; 20'5 in Ulster ; and 2 3 - 2 per cent, in Connaught. 

The total number of holdings in Ireland “above 1 acre” was 691,202 in 1841, 570,338 
in 1851, and 526,743 in 1881, showing a decrease of 164,459 or 238 per cent, in the 
period between 1841 and 1881.

PART II.— THE PRODUCE OF THE CROPS. 

The Tables relating to the produce of the crops have been carefully compiled from Mode 0 f co i_ 
information obtained by members of the Royal Irish Constabulary and of the Metropolitan leeting the 
Police from practical farmers and other persons qualified to form an opinion as to the ^ ct “ rns 
yield in that Poor Law Electoral Division , for which they were requested to afford the Pru ' ocft ‘ 
information. The names and residences of the parties so co-operating and assisting are 
stated by the Enumerators on the Returns. 

Prior to 1856 the rates of produce were procured for Sub-Inspectors’ districts instead 
of Poor Law Electoral Divisions as at present. The latter arrangement was adopted in 
1856, with a view to insure greater accuracy in the Returns ; the Poor Law Electoral 
Division being of mucb smaller area, an iucreased number of average rates was obtained, 
and thus additional means were afforded for arriving at a more accurate return of the 
actual produce of the several crops. 

Comparing the total produce of the crops in 1881 with 1880 — the produce returns Total, pio- 
for this year are of a favourable character. In Cereal Crops, an increase in wheat is 
shown of 69,414 cwts. of 112 lbs.; oats, of 144,604 cwts. ; pease, of 4,771 cwts. ; and an 

B 
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rye of 6,986 cwts.; while there is a decrease in barley of 117,526 cwts. ; in beans, of 
9,997 cwts. ; and in bere, of 1,345 cwts. 

In Green Crops, potatoes show an increased yield of 447,734 tons in 1881 compared 
with 1S80 ; but turnips show a decrease of 518,742 tons ; mangel wurzel and beet root, 
of 2,629 tons ; and cabbage, of 80,448 tons. 

Flax increased by 447,920 stones of 14 lbs., and hay by 194,831 tons. 

Estimated Compared with 1880, every crop in 1881, except rye, potatoes, and flax, shows a some- 
average what decreased average produce per statute acre.

The toted produce of the several crops in 1S80 and 1881, and the increase or decrease 
in the latter year, are given in Table VI.; the average produce per statute acre in 
Table VII.; and in Table VIII. are given the total extent under each of the principal 
crops, the estimated average yield per statute acre, and the total produce, for each year 
from 1872 to 1881, inclusive.

Weeds. There can be no doubt that if due attention were bestowed on the destruction of 

weeds, the lands of Ireland would afford a largely increased yield; but, unfortunately, 
luxuriant crops of iceeds , which are to be seen in almost every part of the country daring 
Summer ana Autumn, not only rob the farmer himself, but often inflict a vast amount of 
injury on his neighbour.

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At the period of the enumeration in 1881, the total number of horses in Ireland 
wa3 548,354, being a decrease of 8,875 compared with 1880. There was a decrease of 
1,498 in the number "two years old and upwards,” of 5,182 in the "one year old 
and under two,” and in those “under one year” of 2,195. 

Mules numbered 26,392, being 1,491 more than in 1880, and asses amounted to 187,143, 
being an increase of 816 on the previous year. 

Horses, Mules and Asses taken together numbered 742,155 in 1872, and 761,889 in 
1881, being an increase in the decade of 19,734, or 2 - 7 per cent. 

Cattle numbered 3,956,595 in 1881, showing a total increase of 35,078 on the number 
enumerated in 1880; in the "two years old and upwards” there was an increase of 
30,933, and in those “under one year ” of 36,211, while in the “one year old and 
under two” there was a decrease of 32,066. Taking the ten years 1872 to 1881, cattle 
increased in. number from 4,059,397 in 1872, to 4,147,102 in 1873, but fell to 3,985,120 
in 1878, rose to 4,067,778 in 1879, and decreased in the present year to 3,956,595, as 
already stated. 

Sheep amounted to 3,256,185 in 1881, showing a decrease of 306,278 on the previous 
year; the “ one year old and upwards” decreased by 196,834, and those “ under one 
year” by 109,444. 

Comparing 1872 with 1881 there has been a decrease in the number of sheep of from 
4,263,254 in the former to 3,256,185 in the latter year. 

Figs were returned as 1,095,330 in 1881, an increase of 245,561, or 28'9 per cent, on 
the previous year. The “one year old and upwards ” increased by 34,410, and those 
"under one year” by 211,151. A decrease amounting to 207 per cent, took place 
between the years 1879 and 1880. 

Comparing the number of pigs returned in the ten years from 1872 to 1881, the highest 
number was enumerated in 1877, 1,468,712, and the lowest in 1880, S50,269. 

Goats numbered 266,078 in 1881, being 289 more than in 1880, and 27,117 more 
than in 1872. 

The number of poultry in 1881 was 13,972,426, being 542,244 more than in 1880, and 
2,234,897 more than in 1872. Of the 13,972,426 poultry in 1881, 875,904 were turkeys ; 
2,201,297 geese ; 2,972,733 clucks ; and 7,922,492 ordinary fowl. 

Compared with 1880 turkeys increased by 68,848, ducks by 138,538, geese by 47,956, 
and ordinary fowl by 286,902. 

Estimating the geese and turkeys at an average market price of 3s. each, and ducks 
and ordinary fowl at 2s. 6cJ. per pair, the poultry in Ireland at the time of enumeration 
in 1881 would represent a total value of £1,142,532.

Entire Horses. 

Table D in the Appendix relating to Sires, shows a decrease for all Ireland as com- 
pared with 1875, also a decrease in nearly all the different breeds, tbe only important 
increase being in Clydesdales. 

From an analysis of tbe Entire Horse Return it will be seen that the number of 
“Thoroughbred” horses exhibits a decrease between the years 1875 and 1881 of 160. 
Of this decrease 66 were under the head of “ imported,” and 94 under that of “ bred in 
Ireland.” 

With regard to those returned as “Half-bred,” the table shows a decrease of 236 
animals between 1875 and 1881, and 34 between 1864 and 1881. Of this class, the 
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number imported, which was only 16 in 1864, has decreased, to 8 in 1881.; while the 
home-bred exhibits a decrease of 26 on the former year. 

The " Clydesdale ” column exhibits an increase of 105 as compared with 1875, and 
183 as compared with 1864. The increase of imported horses in 1881 of this class is 
10 ; while, as compared with the year 1864, the increase has been 31. The home-bred 
Clydesdales show an increase as compared with 1875 of 95, and 152 when compared 
with the number returned in 1864. 

Under the head “ Suffolk Punch,” 104 is the number in 1881, being a decrease of 22 
since 1875 and 30 since the year 1S64. The number imported is 15, Seing 11 less than 
in 1875 and 2 more than the number given in 1864. The number bred in Ireland, as 
returned in 1881, is 89, or II less than in 1S75, and 2S more than was found in the 
country in 1864. 

The “ Draught” Horses have decreased from 138 in 1875 to 75 in 1881, or 63 between 
the two periods. The number of imported horses of this class increased between 1S75 
and 1881 from 4 to 6. The decrease in the home-bred between the year 1864 and 1881 
is 86 — there having been 155 in the former year and 69 in the latter. The decrease 
between 1875 and 1881 was 65. 

Under the head “ All other Breeds,”* there is an increase of 51 as compared with 1875, 
and of 65 as compared with 1864. 

The decrease as compared with the number returned in 1864 of home-bred horses is 
253, and of “imported” 72. 

The total number of Sires of all classes in Ireland in 1881 shows a decrease of 325, 
or 22 per cent, as compared with 1875, and an increase of 117, or 11'3 per cent, as 
compared with the number returned in 1864. 



SCUTCHING MILLS IN IRELAND. Scutching 

The number of Mills for scutching Flax in Ireland in 1881 was 1,172, being a decrease 
of 10 compared with 1880, and of 310 in the ten years, 1872-1881. 1,135 of these 

Mills in 1881 were in Ulster, 15 in Munster, 13 in Connaught, and 9 in Leinster. There 
were 502 Mills with from 1 to 4 stocks ; 325 having 5 or 6 ; 294 with from 7 to 12; 44 
having from 13 to 18, and 7 having above 18 stocks; 951 were worked by water power; 

142 by steam ; 77 by water and steam ; 1 by horses ; and 1 was moved by the wind.

METEOROLOGICAL OBSERVATIONS.

The mean Atmospherical Pressure has been obtained from daily readings of the barometer at 9 A.M. 
and 9 p.m. } corrected and reduced to 32“ Fahrenheit at the mean sea level. The Mean Temperature 
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values have been deduced from the maximal and minimal readings of the thermometer in the shade by 
Kaemtz’s Formula, viz., m + {max. -min. x -41} —Mean Temperature. Theper-centage Amount of 
Cloud has been deduced from observations made three times daily — at 9 a m., 3 p.m., and 9 p.m. — for the 
yearn 1870-1874 inclusive, and from observations made twice daily — at 9 AM. and 9 P.M. — for the years 
1875-1881 inclusive. The Rainfall is that measured daily at 9 AM. A rainy day is one on which at 
least one-hundredth ("01) of an inch of rain falls within the twenty-four hours from 9 AM. to 9 am. 

The Mean Height of the Barometer during the year 1881 was 29 DIO inches. The highest observed 
reading was 30737 Inches, at 9 AM. on Hay 10th. The lowest observed reading was 28 ‘377 inches, at 
9 AM., on November 27th. The extreme range of atmospherical pressure was, therefore, 2-360 inches. 

The Mean Temperature of the year, deduced from the maximal and minimal readings of the 
thermometer in the shade by Kaemtz’s formula, was 477°. The highest reading was °76-G° on - 
July 17th ; the lowest reading was 15'2° on January 25th. The average mean temperature for the 
years 1S70-80 calculated in the same way, was 48 S°. The mean temperature, deduced from the daily 
readings of the dry bulb thermometer at 9 am. and 9 P.M., was 48-4°. 

Rain fell on 198 days, including snow or sleet on 27 days, and hail on 32 days. The average 
number of rainy days in the years 1S70-S0 was 1977. The total rainfall measured 27'033 inches, 
compared with an average of 29 017 inches in the years 1870-80. Of this amount only 11*660 
inches fell in the first six months of the year, on 98 days. 

As regards the Direction of the Wind, 730 observations were made during tlie year, with this result 
— N„ 34 ; N.E., 32 ; E., 95 ; S.E., 72 ; S„ 65 ; S.W., 100; W„ 21G ; N.W., 70 ; Calms, 36. 

The year 18S1 was rather colder than usual, with a rainfall somewhat below the average, the 
rainy days, however, being exactly equal to the mean of the preceding ten years. January was very 
severe, with much snow and frost. The mean temperature was 32 4°, a lower value than that of 
any month in the .fifteen years ending 1880, with the single exception of December, 1878, fhe mean 
temperature of which was 32 0°. February was rather cold and dull ; the mean tempei*ature was 27° 
below the average. The earlier part of 1. larch was unsettled, with frequent rains and high winds. 
The weather became fine and seasonable on the 15th, and continued so to the close. April was a 
cold, chiefly dry mouth ; the mean temperature was 2*5° below the average. May was a very fine 
spring month, notable for clear sides, and bright sunshine, and a moderate rainfall, principally in the 
form of showers. June was vei'y showery and at times cold — the shade thermometer falling to 36*8° 
on the 8th, and the mean temperature being T3° below the average. July was characterized by 
almost continuous S.W.and W. winds which often blew strongly, causing rather changeable weather; 
the meau temperature was slightly above the average. August opened with a fair promise, which was 
not fulfilled, for after the first few days, which were fair and warm, the weather became very unsettled 
with strong winds, frequent rains, and a low temperature — the mean being 3° below the average. 
September was a cool, generally fine month, the mean temperature slightly below, and the rainfall and 
rainy days decidedly below the average of previous years. October was rather cold and stormy — the 
mean temperature 2° under the average — with a preponderance of easterly winds and a rainfall above 
the average ; a violent storm occurred on the 14th. The -weather in November was tlirougbout 
singularly open, stormy, and unsettled ; the air was unusually free from fog. The mean temperature 
was 2-3° higher than that of October, and G‘5° above that of November, 1880. The beginning and the 
end of December were mild, but a cold period commenced on the 7th, lasting to the 23rd ; hence the 
mean temperature (40-3°) was slightly below the average. 

A general review of the year 1881 shows that the annual mean temperature was 1*0° below the 
average (477° compared with 4S7°); the amount of cloud w*as as nearly as possible the average (Gl‘0 per 
cent, compared with GO'S per cent.) ; the rainfall was somewhat deficient (27 033 inches compared with 
29 - 0l7 inches) ; while the rainy days were equal to the average, being 198 compared with 1977.

PROVINCE OF LEINSTER. 



Carlow County. Bagenalstown D. — The yield 
of the cereal crops grown in this district this year, has 
been very good, both in quantity and quality, which, 
in my opinion, is to bo attributed to a favourable 
season and the sowing of imported seeds. The turnip 
crop is not good, owing to the frosts in the month of 
June cutting it away, and causing it to be sown a 
second time in many places. The hay crop is not so 
good as usual, owing to the want of ruin in the month 
of May. The Champions and Magnum Bonums are the 
only kinds of the potato that have withstood the 
disease. The two-thirds of every other kind are black, 
owing to tbe wet unfavourable weather in month of 
August. Carlow D. — The cultivation and manuring 
of the lend in which crops were sown in this district 
this year was in par with such preparations on last 
and former years. From the particular inquiries I 
have made from farmers, L-gftther that the yield in 
respect of each kind of crop grown this year must be 
attributed to the influence of the season during the 
growth, maturity, and ripen in g of each particular crop. 
As to cereals, wheat, for instance, yielded vastly in 
excess of last year ; in oats and barley tbe yield was 
inferior, but the grain was good. Of roots, potatoes 
this year were fully equal in produce as compared with 
last year, and better in quality. Turnips and mangolds 
were much below tbe average of Inst year, such 
deterioration having been attributed to their not 
having received sufficient moisture in tbe enrlierstages 
of their growth, and too much of it in the maturing 
stages. The deterioration in hay this year lias been 
ascribed to the last mentioned causes. 

Dublin County. Bcdbrujgan D. — The good yield, 
of every crop this year in this district, is owing to the 
favourable spring and su m in er weather. Blackrook D, 
— From inquiry made from the principal fanners in 
the several electoral divisions in this district, I find 
the crops in general were good and beyond the average 
of former years. All file farmers agree in attri- 
buting the great increase in potatoes, more espe- 
cially the Champions, to the new seed. All the lands 
under crops in this district were well attended to, and 
the ground was kept clean and free from weeds, of all 
kinds. Clontarf I). — In general the various crops are 
good, which is attributable to good tillage, manure, 
and a favourable harvest. Dundrum D. — The general 
yield has beeu good, owing to the favourable weather 
of the past season. Lucan D. — The reason of the 
different crops being so good this year is, in my opinion, 
attributable in a great degree to the favourable state 
of the weather diming the sowing and harvesting. 
The potato crop has been very good in quantity and 
quality, the Champion seed proving very superior. 
The blight has not, up to this, made its appearance to 
any considerable extent. Rathmines 1). — The pro- 
duce is much better this year than last, except the 
hay crop, which is not at all so good, in consequence 



of the very dry and cold month of May. Another 
reason given for the light crop of hay this year is, 
that the people allowed their cattle to feed too long on 
the meadows before drawing them off. The potatoes 
are better in quantity and size, owing to better care in 
the setting of the seed in the ground. The people say 
they set the seed thinner this year than last, hence a 
better yield is the result for the present year. Sum- 
merhUl D. — There was no wheat sown in this district 
for the year 1881, but the oats, barley, beans, peas, 
cabbage, turnips, and mangold, arc good crops, anil 
above the average of last year. The hay was also a 
good fair crop, and well saved. The potato crop, in- 
cluding the several sorts enumerated, may be called 
an abundant crop, and much beyond the average yield 
of last year. The farmers in the distinct say, as a 
general vule, that all their crops are better than last 
year, which they attribute to the goodness of the season. 

Kildare County. Alky D. — The mtos of produce, 
generally speaking, are good, probably owing to a 
favourable harvest and good weather. Kildare D . — 
Referring to the excellent crop of iiotatoos, I think it 
is mainly duo to the fact that Chauipious were 
principally sowu. Oats was also aLove the average, 
the early rains making the growth spring up, and at 
the turning point the hot sun completed the ripening. 
Turnips not ns good as usual. In many cases the first 
sowing missed, owing to diy wontliov, and it was 
rather late when the second sowing was completed. 
The snrne remarks apply to mangolds. Wheat and flax 
not cultivated in this district. Barley above the 
average. The hay crop very heavy, lmt a large quantity 
damuged through heavy rains while being made up. 
Naas D. — Potato crop is generally considered not so 
good as last year, owing to old seed. Corn is good, 
owing to fresh seed. Turnips poor, owing to “the 
fly. 1 ' Hay not good, owing to dry weather in May, 
and too much rain after that month. Jiobertstown D. 
— The yield of the several crops this year is good, 
which is to be attributed to the favourable season. 
The potato in particular is an excellent crop, and 
free from disease, especially the “ Champions.” 

Kilkenny County. Cidlan I). — The good yield of 
the various crops in this locality must be attributed 
to the fine weather. Caslltcomer D. — There has been 
an abundant yield of all crops in this district, attri- 
butable, in my opinion, to the very favourable seasons. 
Kilkenny D. — The average produce of crops was good, 
owing to the favourable season. Piltoum D. — I con- 
sider the crops in this district have been fair for pre- 
sent year, with tho exception of the turnip crop, which 
is below the average of the past years, owing to dry 
weather when tho crop was sown. This caused some 
of the seed to miss, and it had to be sown over again, 
thus causing the crop to be late. Tkomastoum D . — 
The rates of produce are generally good, and may be 
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attributed to tbe favourable season, and especially in 
the potato to good seed of an improved description. 
The hay is not so good, owing to the dry -weather at 
the commencement of the summer, and the same may 
be said of turnips. 

King’s County. Ferhane D. — As a general rule, 
all crops are better this year on account of the good 
season ; in fact, everything seemed to be as the people 
wished. The Champion potato was a great success. 
They turned out better than any land in the memory 
of the oldest man in this district. Parsonstoxon. I ). — 
The produce of the crops in this district this year has 
been generally good, which may be attributed to the 
fine season. Shinrone D. — I am unable to give any 
definite reason for the seemingly good yield of the 
several crops, if not caused by the favourable weather 
and the land having given but a bad yield last year-. 
Tullamore D. — The abundant yield of the various 
crops this year, is to be attributed to the unusually 
favourable weather during the spring, summer, and 
aut umn . It has beeu the best harvest known for 
many years. The potato crop all through the country 
is splendid, an immense yield, and tire tubers large 
and sound. 

Longford County. Ballymcihon D. — The cause of 
the good yield of produce this season, is that the year 
was favourable to all crops, particularly the potato 
crop, which is very good ; the cause may be attributed 
to the importation of the new seed called Champions. 
Granard D. — I consider that the large increase in the 
potato crop is principally caused by the fact of the 
Champion potato, which was most extensively sown, 
being an excellent seed potato, and yielding a larger 
crop than other kinds. Longford I). — I attribute the 
more than average yield to the fine seasonable weather, 
and to the fact that new seed was so largely used. 

Louth County. Ardee D . — The crops in this dis- 
trict gave rather better than an average yield, which 
I attribute to a favourable season, and new seed 
potatoes, j Drogheda D. — All crops in this district are 
much above the average, especially potatoes. I attri- 
bute this to the suitable weather for the growth and 
saving of the different crops, as also the distribution 
through the country of imported seed during year 
1880. Dundalk D. — The good yield of all crops in 
this district this season, may be attributed to good 
seed and fine weather. . 

Heath County. Athboy D. — The crops of this 
district are, I believe, this year, much above the 
average. This, especially, applies to the crops of 
potatoes and oats, and, I believe, is attributable to 
the weather being favourable, and in the case of 
potatoes to the importation of new seed into the 
country. Owing to the latter part of the summer- 
being wet, tbe oat and hay crops sustained considerable 
damage, and extra labour was required to save them. 
The lateness of the harvest added to the difficulty of 
saving it, owing to the shortness of the days and dews 
and frosts at nigh t. Th e f armers in this county appear 
to me to endeavour to save their crops by their own 
labour and tbe labour of the members of their families, 
and to avoid, as far as possible, employing labourers. 
This is to save the cost of the labourers’ wages, but it 
appears to me that in many cases they lose more than 
they gain in this way, by the damage sustained to 
their hay and com, from being exposed to the weather 
in the fields for months after being cut. Dun- 
ahaugldin D. — I beg to state the crops seem a good 
average yield. Kells D. — Wheat is not so prolific as 
in former years, owing, it is believed, to tbe very moist 
weather in summer last. Oats is a somewhat better 
crop than last year’s, the favourable weather in August 
and September last having ripened it satisfactorily. 
The introduction of new seeds — particularly “ Cham- 
pion ” — supplies the reason why the potato crop is 
better than in former years ; the dry weather accounts 
for the good produce of other sorts formerly grown, 



except “ White Rocks ” and Scotch Downs, those 
being considered declining in this country. Turnips 
are not considered of an average, the fly of June last 
haring made ravages on the young plants. Mangel 
wurzel is not either of an average, as it is believed a 
grub injured the plant when young. The quantity of 
hay is good hut the quality of it is not, as the un- 
favourable summer weather has tended to interfere 
exceedingly with its saving. Kazan D.—The crops 
in general are good this year, especially the potato, 
which may be attributed to the favourable weather. 
Slane D. — All crops in this district were unusually 
good during this year, owing to benign weather and 
an improved quality of seed. Trim D.—The grain 
and potato crops are much better this season than last, 
owing to a more favourable season ; also as regards 
potatoes in consequence of the “ Champion ” seed 
being generally used. This potato does better in a 
damp season. Turnips, mangold, carrots, are worse 
than last year, owing to the wet. Hav was a fairly 
abundant crop, but owing to the great rains a consi- 
derable quantity was lost in saving, so that there is 
less good hay in the country than last year. 

Queens County. Abbeyleix D. — The potato crop 
this year was very abundant owing principally to 
the general planting of the i: Champion ” seed. The 
increase in all other crops is attributed to the early 
spring and favourable harvest of this year, compared 
with last. Balhjlinan D. — From general inquiry 
and observation, the produce of the different crops 
in the various electoral divisions in this district is 
considered good this season on all farms that have 
received good or reasonable attention. Tliis is prin- 
cipally attributable to the favourable seasons during 
the spring, summer, and harvest of the present year, 
and, particularly in the potato crop, to the general 
introduction of new seed. Maryborough D. — I am of 
opinion that there is a very good crop all round in 
the country, and that it is to be attributed to a 
favourable season, and, in the case of potatoes, to im- 
proved seed. Moimtraih D. — There was a good yield 
of all kin ds of crops, which T attribute to the gene- 
rally fertile season Providence vouchsafed U3. 

Westmeath County. Ballynacargy D. — The weather 
being very favourable, on the whole, during the past 
season was the cause to which the comparative good 
yield of the various crops may be attributed. With 
regard to the extraordinary good yield of the Champion 
potatoes, it was doubtless owing to the peculiar quality 
of the seed, besides being new and good The yield 
of turnips being rather inferior was probably in 
consequence of the month of June being wet. 
Caslhpollard D. — The general good yield of all crops 
is to be attributed to the good season we have had — 
the weather both in spring and harvest being excep- 
tionally favourable to farmers. Dehin D. — The sea- 
son has been on the whole favourable for the growth 
of various crops, except mangel-wurzel, which is some- 
what lower than the . general average; but the other 
crops, especially the potatoes, have given a very good 
yield This is (I think) owing to the use of good seed 
Kilbeggan D. — Oats and barley are considered fair 
average crops, which may be attributed to the fineness 
of the season. Hay is also a good crop, owing to the 
same cause. There is very little wheat grown in this 
district. Potatoes are most abundant, owing to the 
improved class of seed “ Champions ” which are now 
in general use. Turnips and mangold are not good,, 
having been cut away by frost and sharp winds in the 
growing season. The failure may also be attributed 
to bad seed. Mullingar D. — On the whole this has 
been a very favourable season for the crops in this 
district. The yield of potatoes has been exceedingly 
good, which may be attributed partly to favourable 
weather and also to judicious selections of 3eed The 
hay crop is very abundant, but, owing to heavy rain 
just at the time of saving, really good hay is somewhat, 
scai-ce and dear. The oat crop is abundant, and roots 
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Pboyisce of are -well up to the average. Moate B . — The probable 
LbuWtbb. cause for the good yield of the various crops may be 
— attributed to the favourable season and the good seed. 

Wesfobd County. Mwniseorthy D. — Wheat a 
light crop and bad grain, from want of sufficient sun- 
shine and heat at the proper time. Barley also a bad 
grain from same cause, and not more of it than the half 
suitable for malting purposes. Oats — the only other 
grain crop sown in the district — is a good crop, from 
the season having been more favourable for it than the 
other grain crops. Potatoes a good and abundant 
crop, some of them are diseased — nearly one half in 
some places — but the “Champions” have scarcely 
been affected by the blight. The green crops — turnips, 
mangel wurzel, carrots, cabbage, &c., are all good, 
from the favourable autumn. Oorey D. — The wheat 
crop this season is very fair — -better than it has been. 
There has been less sown than heretofore, and what 
was sown was put in good soil. The oats is better 
than it has been for years. The wet summer appears 
to have favoured it. The grain is fuller, and the crop 
appears to have escaped the blight or blast which for- 
merly affected it. Barley fared similarly. The bean 
crop was very bad. It is always planted on wet 
“ marly ” ground, and the summer rains have seriously 
injured it. Potatoes are a good average crop, but not 
at all up to last year’s. The yield is very good, but a 
very large proportion is black. The “ Champions " 
and Magnum Bonum escaped best, but more than half 
of the Scotch Downs are black or rotted away in the 
ground. From careful observation I have formed the 
opinion that the only means of guarding against or 
dimin ishing the ravages of the blight, is by constant 
change of seed, and I have little doubt that in a few 
years the Champions will suffer as much as the Scotch 
Downa The yield of green crops is below the average. 



I attribute this to the want of fine weather in the end 
of summer. Hay was a good crop in general, but 
varied very much in places. New Boss D. — The good 
yield in all the crops may be attributed to the 
favourable weather during the spring and harvest. 
Taghmon D. — Most crops in my district were good. 
Huy was light as early months of year were dry. Fair 
fanners deem harvest, as a rule, good. Wexford D. 
— The crops have been, on the whole, fairly satis- 
factory. Potatoes are abundant and cheap. I have 
no particular observation to offer. 

Wicklow County. Bray D. — The yield of the 
various crops in this district was, on the whole, good, 
which is to be attributed to the season having been 
favourable to the growth of crop3. Dunlavin D . — I 
beg to state the Champions are the only good potato 
crop in this district, the summer setting-in wet 
and they being a late potato. The oaten crop got 
lodged in many places owing to the wetness of the 
summer, and is much thrown back in quality in con- 
sequence. The hay has been an inferior crop, the 
summer being very wet, it was in many places des- 
troyed before being saved. Ail other crops are fair. 
Tinahdy D. — The increase in the yield of the crops 
was caused by the favourable season and the good 
quality of the seed used. Wicklow D. — With reference 
to the yield of crops in the several electoral divisions 
in this district, wheat, oats, and barley are considered 
a good crop, owing to the favourable season. Turnips 
and mangel wurzel are a bad yield, a kind of lump 
has grown on the roots of the turnip, and they have 
been cut away by the fly. Hay is light owing to 
the drought which prevailed in the early summer. 
Potatoes have been considered very good, especially 
the good imported seed called “ Champion." Farmers 
are well pleased with the yield of all'crops this season. 
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Clare Countv. Bally my han D. — There is an 
increase in the produce of the potato crop, which is 
probably owing to use of the Champion, and other 
foreign seeds. In the corn crop there is also an in- 
crease in the produce, which is probably owing to the 
introduction of fresh foreign seeds, as well as to the 
early part of the season being moist, and thereby 
causing good vegetation. The other grain crops, such 
as barley and wheat, do not show any increase in this 
district. Ennis D. — The yield of various crops this 
year has been fairly good, and may be attributed to 
the weather. Ennistimon D. — Owing to the frost in 
June last the potatoes in many places were injured, 
but the people had new seed, and on the whole, the 
yield has been good and the quality fair. Wheat, 
hay, oats, and turnips good in yield and quality, as 
the season was favourable, and for the same reason 
the mangel wurzel is good also. KUlaloe D. — The 
large yield of potatoes is owing to the introduction of 
“ Champion ” seed, and the season being dry. Cab- 
bage was almost a complete failure, for which I am 
unable to give a cause. The small yield of wheat is 
owing to the quality of the land, which is light and 
unfit for the growth of that crop. KUrush D. — There 
was a good yield of crops in this district, owing to the 
favourable season we have had. Sixmilebriclge D . — 
Cereals were almost without exception good crops, 
chiefly owing to the weather being so favourable for 
sowing and gathering in the harvest. Turnips and 
mangel wurzels were bad crops. The abundance of 
rain produced such luxuriant tops as to lessen the 
ripening effect of the sun. Potatoes were an ex- 
tremely good crop, chiefly owing to the introduction 
of the new seed “ Champions,” which were extraordi- 
narily abundant and good, 

County Couk, E.R., Ballincollig D. — All the crops 
were above the average, except hay, which was very 
short, in consequence of the want of rain during the early 



part of the season. Charlaville D. — The yield geue- 
rally in this district has been good, owing to a very 
fair season — particularly the potato crop. As l-egnrds 
the latter, besides a favourable season, a good descrip- 
tion of seed was extensively used by the fanners. 
Cork, North D- — The inferiority of the crops generally 
in my district this year as compared with those of 
last year is attributed by the farmers to the cold, 
harsh weather prevailing in the early part of the 
season, and the unusually wet harvest following. Most 
crops, however, compare favourably with tiiose of 
preceding years, except the last. Cork South, D . — 
The yield of crops has been generally good thoroughout 
the district. The hay was light, owing to want of 
rain in May, and a good deal of the crop was not 
well saved, owing to heavy rain at saving time. The 
early potato crop yielded better this year than last, 
owing to absence of frost during month of May. The 
mangolds and turnips suffered from heavy rain and 
little sunshine. The generally good yield may be 
attributed to improved tillage, good manuring where 
required, and a favourable season. Fertnoy D. — The 
crops in this locality — with an exception — have been 
abundant. The exception I allude to is the early 
hay crop which was much under the average yield 
on account of the drought during the spring and 
early summer. Kanturk D. — There has been no 
failure in any of the crops in my district, but on the 
contrary, there has been a very fine and plentiful 
yield, which, added to the favourable weather, has 
made the harvest of 188 1 a remarkable one. Kinsale 
JD . — In consequence of the very dry season the hay 
crop is short, the other crops are about the average. 
A good deal of the corn was injured in tho saving. 
Mallow D. — Owing to the generally favourable hax-vest 
weather, the yield has been good. Midleton D . — 
The crops on the whole in this district have been 
beyond the average this year, owing to the fine 
weather before and after harvest. Potatoes good. 
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Barley, which is the principal crop here, not so good, 
but I cannot assign any reason. Mitehdslawn D . — 
I beg to say that in the case of the potato crop 
the great increase in produce is attributable in the 
first instance, to change of seed, and secondly to 
early digging in this part of the country. Queens- 
town D. — Wheat, oats, and barley have been 
in general a good crop, and the yield above the 
average. This may be attributed to a dry early season, 
and favourable harvesting weather. The harvest here 
is much earlier than in more northern localities. 
The potato crop was good, chiefly owing to the 
improved quality of seed. Turnips and mangolds 
were an inferior crop, the weather was diy at and 
after the time of sowing, from this cause and also 
from the flies, the crop had in many cases to be sown 
a second time. Hay has in this district been a bad 
crop, the weather was too dry and harsh to fix much 
spring in the grass. Youylud D . — The probable cause 
to which the good yield of most crops this year is to 
be attributed was the seasonableness of the weather. 
The hay is below the average from the fact of the 
early meadows having suffered from drought, and the 
very late ones from rain. The root crop appears 
rather below the average size, owing to the fact of 
the growing season for these crops not having been 
what farmers call a “ dropping one,” on which 
account the potato crop is good, as it grows best in 
dry seasons. 

Cork County, W.1L,Bandon D . — The small crop of 
hay was caused by the dry weather in May, which 
not only very much decreased the yield of the rye 
grass hay that is cut in June, but even affected the 
old m endowing which had a longer time to recover. 
I have made very careful inquiry into the great 
differences in the yield of potatoes in the various 
electoral divisions, and had further inquiries made 
in many instances, and am still not satisfied with 
the results, but I can do no more. The most 
intelligent farmers have been asked to give their best 
considex-ation to the matter, and have had it carefully 
pointed out that the average is wanted not the crops 
on the richest and best fanned land. ' Of course the 
average quality of the land in the different electoral 
divisions varies greatly. It will be noticed that every- 
where the Champion potato gives the best crop, and 
further I gather that newly imported seed gives a 
larger yield than where it has been two or three 
years in the country. This is an important fact that 
cannot he too generally circulated. In some cases it 
will be seen that the weight per acre of wheat is greater 
than of oats, if this was a normal state of things, of 
course only wheat would he grown as it is 50 per 
cent, higher in price weight for weight. This is 
explained by the fact that in some of the divisions of 
the district, only a very few acres of wheat are grown, 
and that only on the nchest land, while oats are put 
into the poorest, and oats and barley into the medium. 
Bantry D . — It appears the wheat was injured by bad 
weather. The oats in many cases was injured by wet, 
also the potato crop. The turnips and mangolds are 
good. Castletown Bere D . — The produce in this poor 
locality is variable. In some places the land is very 
poor. Clonakilty D . — The cause of the increase in 
all crops as shown by produce returns is entirely 
owing to the goodness of the season. Dunmamvay 
D . — Potatoes were good, chiefly owing to improved 
seed. The return of other crops was large, but owing 
to the wetness of the season, the quality was not very 
good, except in the case of turnips. Macroom D . — 
The good yield of the various crops in the several 
electoral divisions in this district is attributable to the 
favourable weather, and the potato crop, together with 
the favourable weather, also to change of seed. Hay 
is a short crop in conseqxxenco of the dry summer. 
Skibbereen D . — The rates of produce in this district 
are, on the whole, average. Where they are under 
it the cause is unfavourable climatic conditions. A 
factor constant in every year is, generally speaking, 



a bad Btyle of farming. In many places deep tillage 
is impracticable, but even where practicable it is rarely 
practised, and I estimate a general deficiency of yield 
of 10 per cent, in every crop on this account alone. 
Careful weeding is hardly ever practised, for instance, 
in potato fields before digging. After the haulm is 
withered the ridges are completely sodded over with 
weeds and natural grasses, there must be a great loss 
from this cause. Bad or worn out seed both in oats 
and potatoes is a frequent cause of deficiency in the 
staple produce. Dairy farming is laigely practised, 
and the butter is brought to market in lumps almost 
as it comes from the chum — in the majority of cases 
it is “ slashed ” in water to take up as much water 
and get rid of ns little milk as possible. The con- 
sequence is that for the first few days the butter has 
an agreeable, slightly cheesy flavour, hut soon becomes 
unpalatable. The dairy farmers lose in price more 
than they gain in weight as the highest market price 
in Skibbereen is that of third quality in Cork. Skull 
D . — Having made careful inquiry," I beg to report 
that the rates of produce in tlxis district were in 
general fully equal to and in most cases above the 
usual average, except the wheat crop which was 
deficient in quantity and inferior in quality, owing to 
the almost incessant midsummer ruin. 



Kerry County. Caftereiveen D . — The yield of the 
different crops in this district is about the same this year 
as what it was in 1880, except potatoes. I consider it is 
a better crop than last year ; any failure in crops is to 
be attributed to a wet summer and want of heat. 
Caslleisland D . — The yield of crops in the several 
electoral divisions is good, owing to the favourable 
season. In a few instances the yield is not so good, 
the soil, &c., being veiy poor. Dingle D . — The 
crops in this district have, on the whole, been very 
good this year. The Champion potatoes have been 
a great success where sown on wliat is called “ bawn,” 
i.e., pasture tilled, but where sown on plough-land 
they have been in a great measure affected with the 
disease. I have inquired and I find that the pro- 
bability is that tbe tilled land is too rich for the 
Champions. With regard to oats, (fee., the crops 
would have been better had there been finer weather 
in the summer months. A good deal of oats and 
wheat was beaten down by the rain and wind. Ken- 
mare D . — Almost the only crops grown in this district 
are potatoes, oats, and hay. There was a good yield of 
potatoes this year, which I attribute to a favourable 
season and the importation of the Champion seed. 
The crop was also very free from disease. The crops of 
oats and hay were fully up to the average, which I 
also attribute to a favourable season. Lutouiel D. — I 
consider the difference in the produce of the various 
electoral divisions in this district, may be attributed to 
the good or bad soil of the divisions, as well as the kind 
of seed used by the farmers, and the increased produce 
of the potato crop 1 attribute to the introduction and 
extensive planting of the Champion seed potato. Tralee 
1 0 . — I attribute the good yield generally to the past 
favourable seasons. The large potato crop is, in my 
opinion, chiefly owing to good seed ; wherever the 
Champion was sown a good yield was obtained. 



Limerick County. Adare D . — I attribute the good 
yield in all crops this year past to the fine and season- 
able weather during both seed-time and harvest. The 
extraordinary yield in potatoes and excellence of the 
quality is, 1 believe, entirely due to the change in seed, 
introduced by the operation of the " Seed Act ” and 
the Duchess of Marlborough’s Fund, «fcc., within the 
past two seasons. Bruff D . — The superior yield of the 
potato crop this year is attributed to the superior seed 
the farmers had from the former year’s crop. I do 
not think the other crops are much better this year 
than what they have been for the last few years, 
but they have been better and more easily saved, owing 
to the fine weather. Kilfi.na.ne D . — The farmers in tliir. 
district attribute the good yield in potatoes to the 
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fact that it is mostly all Champions they sow. With 
regard to other crops, there is no appreciable difference 
between the yield of this and last year. As this is 
mostly all pasture land, and fanners rely on butter 
making, there is no attention paid to any crop except 
to the potato crop. Limerick, Lured, D. — The cereal 
crops have been generally good. In some cases tbe 
heavy rains in the early part of the season caused a 
rather abundant straw crop, and somewhat injured the 
firmness of the grain, and in some cases lodged the 
com. The turnip crop is not up to the average, owing 
to too much rain after time of sowing, and the mangel 
crop is deficient owing to a late frost. The hay crop 
was generally good, but much of it was badly saved. 
Newcastle, D . — The good yield of potatoes this year 
is, as far as I could learn, owing to the change of 
seed, as the old class of seed was worn out. As regards 
other crops, I believe that tbe yield, either good or bad, 
is owing to the quality of the land in which the seed 
is set ; also the knowledge on the part of the farmers 
in cultivating the soil which, in some districts, is very 
limited. New Pallas N. — The yield in every descrip- 
tion of crops has been above the average in this district 
this year. The potato crop exceptionally good. I 
attribute the increase in general crops to the very favour- 
able season following after some bad season, during 
which the ground only yielded a partial crop, and was 
consequently in a better condition to yield a good crop 
when a favourable season came. To this I would add, 
as regards the potato crop, the great improvement in 
the quality of the seed — the Champions proving a 
great success. Rathleeale D. — The yield of the various 
crops (green and grain) in this district has been good 
tins year, which I believe may be attributed to the 
very favourable season we have had. 

Tipperary County, N. R. BorrisokaneL. — All crops 
havehad afair average yield this year, except turnips and 
mangels, which are considered a bad crop here. Potatoes 
of all kinds are remarkably good in yield, but the 
Champions are not considered a good crop ; the yield 
is enormous, but the tubers are not sound, as all the 
large ones are bad in tbe centre. Nenagh 1). — The good 
yield of the various crops in the electoral divisions 
in the above district are, in my opinion, to be attri- 
buted to the favourable season. There has been a 
most abundant crop of potatoes, chiefly of the kiud 
known as “ Champions.” The importation of this 
new seed into the country has been, no doubt, the 
chief cause of the good yield. Mangels did not do 
so well this year about here, and I observed tbe leaves 
had a withered look everywhere, owing to the attack 
of a fly. Newport D. — The crops of all kinds are, I 
believe, very good indeed, and well saved, except some 
of tbe late hay, which was more or less injured by the 
wet. Potatoes are very plentiful, good and cheap. 
Oats is also more plentiful than last year. The 
season was, on the whole, exceptionally fine for saving 
the harvest. I believe there is a great deal more 
produce in the country this year than any other year, 
and mostly well saved. Roscrea, D. — The yield of 
potatoes is over the average, and this is attributed to 
the new seed which was so extensively sown through 
the country. Templemore D . — The potato crop in 
this district has been a very good one, owing principally 
to the introduction of new soed — the Champions — 
last year. The grain crop has been about the average 
of other years — fairly good. The other green crops 
have been also fair. The hay crop, though a fair 
yield, would have been better but for the unfavourable 
weather at the usual time of saving it. Thwrles D. — 
The good yield is attributed to the favourable weather, 
coupled with (so far as regards the potato crop) the 
almost general use of the “Champion” seed, which 
has been found much more productive than- the seed 
heretofore used. 

Tipperary County, S.R. Ballynonty D. — The 
potato crop this year has been the best in my re- 
collection, and I consider that in most localities the 



produce must have been at least twelve tons of sound 
potatoes per Irish acre, and in poor land at least ten 
tons per acre. When riding through my district I 
paid particular attention to the potato crop as it was 
being dug out, and saw no crop which was under at 
least eight tons per Irish acre. Champions were the 
principal crop sown. I have heard farmers generally 
stating that the wheat crop this year was very good, 
and it must have been a very much better crop than 
appears by the returns. I notice that the average 
return of this crop given for the electoral division of 
Drangan, is lower than that of any other electoral 
division in the district, with one or two exceptions, 
while I am aware that the land in the neighbourhood 
of Drangan is most suitable for the growth of wheat. 
The oat crop this year was very fair. I think, on 
good laud a fair average would be, at least 35 to 40 
cwt. per Irish acre, and ou bad land 24 cwt. per acre. 
The turnips and mangel crop are, in my opinion, a 
bad crop this year, in some places almost amounting 
to a failure. The hay crop generally throughout this 
district averaged 31- tons per Irish acre, though on 
some old meadows it was a much heavier crop. That 
portion of the crop which was cut early is fairly saved, 
but there is a great deal of damaged hay throughout 
the district. The weather for harvesting operations 
was generally bad, and the storms did a great deal of 
damage. Owing to the constant rain, <fce., barley 
suffered considerably, and few prime samples are to 
be had. I have also heard many large millowners, tlzc., 
say that the Irish wheat this year is damp and soft, 
which is accounted for by the wet harvest. Cahir D. 
— Hay crop was short here this year owing to a very 
long continuance of dry parching weather in the 
spring time ; but the season was, later on, most 
favourable for everything. So all other crops were 
unusually good. Ccvrrick-on-Suvr D . — The return of 
all green crops has been very fair in this locality, and 
littlo destruction has been caused by fly. The growth 
was somewhat retarded by late frosts ; but, taking 
crops generally, there has been more than an average 
yield, owing to a favourable spring. Potatoes arc an 
abundant and healthy crop, though they also suffered 
from late frosts. Hay has boon a good average crop ; 
though the period for ripening was not all that could 
be desired, and, owing to showery weather, it was a 
most difficult crop to save. The same remark would 
equally apply to oats. Wheat appears to have been a 
fairly good crop. Cashel J ). — The cereal crops were 
generally good, though much barley was damaged by 
excessive vain when ripe. The root crop light ; the 
harsh dry weather in spring not being conducive to 
its growth j and the turnip crop was in many instances 
almost completely destroyed by the ravages of the fly. 
The hay crop also suffered from want of genial growing 
weather in April and May, and was consequently a 
bad crop, both as regards quantity and quality, aa 
excessive wet destroyed much of it. Potato crop a 
splendid one; the supply of good seed issued under 
Seed Supply Act, has shown its effect in producing a 
plentiful yield ; a great contrast to the miserable 
crops obtained when the farmers generally used 
deteriorated seed.

Thera is a lack of 
industry also, observable among the small landholders 
bitterly, and I have observed that removal of obnoxious 
weeds which choke the crop is not attended to. In 
mountainous districts mid retired parts of the country 
where agriculture is still in its infancy, I have 
observed the one crop and the same seed repeatedly 
introduced, even without any change itt the manure. 
This must not only be injurious to the soil, hut 
destructive to the seed, and a good crop could rrot 
reasonably he expected. In those localities, more- 
over, I obser ve that through pure indifference, water 
is allowed to lie on the soil during tire winter season — 
by the ditches beiug broken down, and tire absence 
of a passage for it to run off. No proper steps are 
taken for the accumulation and preservation of 
nmnirre, so that much depends on the system of 
husbandry, and the quality of the seed — the rest, of 
course, on the weather. Letterkenny D . — The oat 
crop this year is not nearly up to the average — 
attributable to the wet and the frost in the spring. 
The potato crop is most abundant and good, being 
greatly superior to the yield and quality of other- 
years. Other crops average and fair. Ruphoe D . — 
Tho crops in this district were generally good which, 
in my opinion, was caused in a great measure by the 
good season, and also on account of an improved state 
of agriculture. Rut/nnullun D . — As r egards oats and 
barley the yield is fair, yet, in consequence of the 
cold spring, the seed for some time appeared to have 
failed in the ground.

Londonderry County. Coleraine D. — The crops iu 
this district with few exceptions arc above the aver- 
age of the produce of the last few years. Potatoes 
©specially are superior in yield and quality owing to 
the introduction of new seed (champions), and the 
entire absence of disease. Oats suffered considerably 
from the continued wet season, but on the whole was 
a fair average crop ; very little wheat was sown in this 
district. The flax crop was under the average owing 
to the cold wet season. Turnips generally were con- 
siderably under former years on account of frost kill- 
ing the young plants when coming up, and the con- 
tinued wet weather. The above are the prin ci pal 
crops grown in this district. Limavady I). — The crops 
of this year, so far as this district is concerned, were 
of the average yield. Londonderry City /). — The yield 
of the various crops in this district is generally very 
good, except turnips, which is a deficient crop, owing, 
as the farmers generally believe, in a great measure to 
had seed.

The yield of grain crops would have been remarkably 
good but was neutralised to a great extent by tho ex- 
cessive rain of the last two or three months, which 
was productive of great damage to corn uncut or stand- 
ing in stooks, which could not ho brought iu. The 
yield of potatoes is the best that has been known for 
some years. 

Monaghan County. Carrickmacross D . — The good 
yield in the potato crop this year is undoubtedly due 
to the introduction of the “ Champion,” whicli even 
with the usual rough-and-ready cultivation in the 
poorer districts, has produced an abundant return. 
Were it not for this excellent potato, many of the 
poorer classes, who have only a few acres to depend 
on, would now be iu a state bordering on starvation, . 
as tho “ White Rock," which was heretofore grown 
for the general crop, has, in the few places it was 
cultivated, suffered terribly from the disease. It is, 
however, established, that the Champion is not proof" 
against the blight, for such things as rotten Champions 
can be seen ; but it must be acknowledged that it is. 
almost the soundest potato, on the whole, that lias, 
yet been introduced. Perhaps it is not fair to the. 
Skenie Bine to give the Champion any credit over it . 
on the Score of soundness, and many prefer the flavour 
of the latter to that of the Champion. The Champion, 
however, does not require so much attention or- 
manuring. It does better amongst the weeds, which 
it cannot be denied are still the companions of the. 
poor man’s crop. Little attention is paid to the 
pulling aud cutting of weeds before seeding time, 
which, if done, and the weeds added to the manure 
heap, would considerably increase the vegetable from 
which they were taken, and inaugurate the acquisition 
of still another crop — a manure crop. Here I may 
observe on the loss the flax grower sustains by 
neglecting to collect the water from the flax pits,, 
which might be immediately utilized with incalculable 
advantage, aud in the easiest possible way, by spilling 
it over the land. In this way millions of gallons of' 
the most valuable liquid manure are not only lost, but. 
allowed to escape from the flax pits into rivers and 
lakes, sometimes to the direct damage of the owner in 
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the shape of fines for the infraction of the law, but 
always to the certain injury of our horses and the 
destruction of our fish. Clones D. — The only crop in 
which there has been a marked change is the potato 
crop, and the remarkable yield in this case is altogether 
owing to the land having been better manured, and 
new seed imported. Monaghan D. — The good yield 
of the various crops was attributable to the favourable 
season ; and to this circumstance, together with the 
new seed, the abundant potato crop is attributable. 

Tyrone County. Augknacloy D. — The crops gene- 
rally through this district, particularly the oats, are 
exceptionally good ; contrary, I may say, to expecta- 
tion, as the continued wet weather made people fear 
that the crops would be spoiled. The oats is rather 
soft, but large and full in grain. The potato crop is 
also very good and plentiful. Cookslown D. — The 
excellent yield of the various crops in the electoral 
divisions embraced in this district is in a great measure 
due to the favourable character of tliis year's season, 
and also to the importation of new seed. Wherever 



the yield was bad or indifferent it was entirely owing Provisos or 

to the poor and sterile nature of the soiL Dungannon Uistes. 

D. — The general yield was good, owing to the season, 

except in the electoral divisions of Oarrickmore and 

Pomeroy, the land not being as good as the other 

electoral divisions ; but on the whole there is a plentiful 

crop in my district. jS'ewtuinutewart D. — The crops 

in general are very good this year. The potatoes are 

turning out very well; in sonic places they are slightly 

diseased, but on the whole they will be a plentiful 

crap.

PROVINCE OF 

Galway County, Athenry D. — There is an in- 
crease in the potato crop in the several electoral 
divisions of this district, which is attributable to the 
new and better quality of the seed (Champions). The 
increase in hay and com crops is due to the favourable 
season. There is no perceptible difference in the 
turnip crop. BcUlinaaloe D. — The rates of produce are 
generally above the average in this district ; more 
particularly as regards oats and potatoes, of which the 
yield has been remarkably good. This is in a great 
measure to be attributed to change of seed. The 
Champion potato has been extensively produced with 
excellent results, and the entire crop is singularly 
free from disease. The wheat crop has yielded fairly. 
Clotibur D. — The several crops in this district are of 
a fair averago, considering the lightness of the soil in 
many places ; the season on the whole being favour- 
able. Potatoes of the " Champion " species are an 
exceedingly good crop, which I think is owing to the 
fitness of the land for such. Dunmare D. — The fine 
crop of potatoes is, so far as I can learn, owing to the 
change of seed. The “ Champions ” did splendidly, 
and produced a large and sound crop, beyond the 
average. Oats, barley, and rye, were also good crops, 
and I believe this was owing to the moist and favour- 
able season. Meadows only middling, on account of 
the excessive heat and drought in the month of May. 
Turnips, a fair crop, but suffered much from the “fly" 
•early in the season. On the whole, the crops this 
year have been remarkably good, and farmers have no 
reason to complain. Galway D. — The general average 
return of crops in this district is considered good this 
year, owing to a favourable season. The potato crap 
is much improved, owing to the recent general change 
of seed. Gort D. — The good yield of the potato crop 
is due to the fact that last year all the farmers pro- 
vided themselves with new seed, the “ Champion ; " 
and also, the weather was very favourable for the 
crop. The turnip crop yielded almost double that 
•of former years, owing to good and favourable weather 
in the months of June and July ; and also, the farmers 
broke up a quantity of pasture land which proved 
■well suited for the crop, Headford D. — There has 
been a good yield of the various crops, particularly of 
potatoes, the introduction of the “ Champions " having 

■ been a great success. The good return of the other 

■ crops may be attributed to the favourable season. 
Loughrea D. — The good yield of crops generally (tur- 
nips excepted) this year is attributed to the introduction 
of new seed, and the goodness of the season. As 
regards turnips, the bad yield is attributed to the 
lateness of the sowing, and the wetness of the season. 
Moylough D. — The good yield of tho various crops this 
..year is attributable to the exceptionally favourable

Ronndatoue D. — The bad yield of the 
crops this year is to be attributed — firstly, to the land, 
which is for the most part moor or partially reclaimed 
bog, very wet, and poorly cultivated, both as regards 
drainage and manure, seaweed being the only manure 
used year after year, and no change of crops made at any 
time ; and secondly, to very wet luuvest in Connemara. 

The months of April, May, and June were dry and 
warm ; the following months were very wet when the 
crops were beginning to ripen, and caused the blight 
to set in unusually early in the potato crop, which is 
generally small and wet. To the same causes may be 
attributed the bad yield of oats. Spiddal D.— The 
potato crop has been unusually good throughout my 
district this year. I attribute this entirely to the 
change which has been made iu the seed, the “ Cham- 
pion’^ potatoes having been idmost everywhere sub- 
stituted for the old kinds. The summer has been very 
wet here, but the “ Champions" notwithstanding have 
kept wonderfully free from disease. I am informed 
that there has been about an average yield in other 
crops. The grain crops must have failed but for the 
fine weather we had in early autumn. Tuam D . — 

The yield of potatoes this year is far above the aver- 
rage of other years, and is' chiefly attributable to the 
introduction of new seed. All other crops are above 
the average, which an unusually fine season may 
account for. Woodford D. — The yield in every crop 
this season is above the average in quantity, and in 
most cases in quality also. In potatoes the yield in 
every variety has been very good. The “ Champions" 
are large, but in some cases hollow in the centre (due 
most probably to poverty of soil and damp in autumn 
montlis). In all other cases excellent crops as to 
quantity and quality are the results of favourable 
weather and good seed. 

Leitrim Cousty. Carrick-on-Shannon D. — I con- 
sider the good yield of green crops in most places is 
due to the continued moisture of the weather, which, 
on the other hand, was injurious to grain crops, while 
it benefited meadows, particularly such as were cut 
late. Drumahaire D . — There lias been a good yield 
generally of the various crops in this district, which 
may be attributed to the good seeds sown, and the 
past favourable seasons for agriculture. ManorIui.mil- 
ton D. — I consider the increased yield of potatoes is 
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due to the large importation of “ Champions" and 
other choice seeds. Mohill D . — I have to state that 
generally the yield of potatoes has been good, which 
seems to be owing to the good weather, and also the 
new seed so abundantly introduced. Where the yield 
has been bad it is generally owing to careless fanning 
of this and of tbe other crops, in many cases the land 
being poor and badly manured, but the primary cause 
of all bad yield is negligent agriculture. The average 
of nearly all crops this year is good compared with 
last year. 



Mayo County. Ballayhrulerreen D . — The ouly 
crops to any extent cultivated in this district are oats 
and potatoes, and, as a general rule, the average yield 
per acre of these crops was much greater this year 
than during the past two years, and this increase is 
mainly, if not altogether, attributable to the fanners 
having mode use, to a large extent, of new seed, 
principally “Champion” seed potatoes, and Scotch • 
seal oats ; and to the fact that the summer and 
autumn of 1881 were much more favourable for 
agricultural work and produce, than were those of 
1879-1880. Bcdlin/t. D. — I have to state that the 
generally good yield of the various crops may be 
attributed to the favourable weather which prevailed 
in the spring, and, to a certain extent, in the summer 
and harvest. In the case of potatoes, the Champion, 
seed was very generally used, which accounts for the 
crop being umisually good. In the cases of hay and 
oats, the crops, though good, have not given so large 
a return as was expected, owing to the want of more 
heat to ripen them, and finer weather to save them. 
Many persons allowed these crops to lie too long, in 
tb& hope of the weather becoming more settled, in 
which hope they were, in many instances, disappointed. 
Bcdlinrobe D. — The wheat crop was less than average, 
as is believed, from the seed being sown year after 
year in same grounds, without introduction of new 
seed. The oat crop was good, as is believed, from the 
introduction of new seed. The barley crop was good, 
as is believed, from the season being favourable to its 
growth. The potato crop was good, on account of the 
introduction of new seed (the Champion being gene- 
rally sown), ' and greater cave being given to the 
cultivation of this crop. The turnip crop is less than 
the average, resulting from dry weather in the early 
part of its growth. The same as regards the mangel 
crop. The season was favourable to the growth of 
hay. BtlmuUr.t I). — This year the harvest has been 
exceptionally good iu this district, partly owing to the 
mildness of the weather, but principally caused by 
the fact of good seed oats and potatoes having been 
served out to the people. Castlebar D. — The large 
yield in the potato crop is chiefly owing to the 
“ Champions” which were almost universally planted. 
The favourable seed and harvest time has contributed 
in all kinds of crops to give the more than usual 
average. Claremorris D. — The oats and potato crops 
have yielded remarkably well this year, the change of 
seed being considered the chief cause. The Champion 
potato proving a complete success, and is at present a 
general favourite with the peasantry. Hay and 
cabbages are not quite so goal. The hay is considered 
a light crop, owing to the coldness of the summer 
months ; and the cabbage crop was almost a failure, 
owing to the severe frosts of last winter killing almost 
all the cabbage plants. Crosamolina D. — The oat 
crop is not good. Owing to the high wind and heavy 
rain in the latter part of the summer, the crop did not 
ripen evenly, nor fill so heavily in the ear. The 
potato crop is a splendid one, which is chiefly owing 
to the new Champion seed being principally used ; 
that the season has been providentially favourable to 
their growth, and tliat the land has been better culti- 
vated and manured. The turnip and cabbage crops 
are good, owing to the favourable season for their 
growth up to the present. Newport D . — The only 
crops grown to any extent in this district are oats and 



potatoes. The former is much alxiut the same as last, . 
and in general was a good crop. The latter is a 
better yield than last year, owing to a greater quantity 
of the “ Champion " description having been sown, 
Swin/'ord D . — Owing to the favourable season and 
the new seeds purchased by the Union and several of 
the landlords, and sold to the tenants, the yield of the 
various crops in this district has been good. The 
potato crop very good. Westport D . — There must he 
a remarkable increase in the potato crop. Tire cause 
is principally due to the class of seed called “ Cham- 
pions," which were so generally used, having been on 
the previous year, as a grant, distributed to the small 
farmers by Boavds of Guardians, <kc. Every other 
specios of potato, I believe, are less productive than 
on former years, because of the usual blight. The 
improvement in the grain crop is owing to the good 
weather of the seasons. 



Roscommon County. Athlone D. — I am unable to 
assign any reason for the crops being generally better 
this season than for some years past. Boyle D. — I 
consider the good yield of the crops to be due to the 
fair weather at the time of seeding and harvest, and 
also to the seed itself (issued in many cases by the 
uardiaus) being of a superior quality and different 
escription to that generally in use previously. Castle- 
rea D. — The potato crop this year far exceeds any 
crop of the sort for the last thirty years. The onuses 
assigned are — first, the Champion seal ; second, the 
favourable spring for setting; third, the blight only 
appearing late and only slight, on account, it is believed, 
of the dry autumn. I may also state, that the old seed 
potato (White Rocks) planted this year are an ex- 
ceedingly good crop. Some people say they are fully 
as good as the Champion, but are more subject to the 
blight or potato disease, on account of the stalks being 
more tender than the Champion. The oat crop this 
year is very good ; the yield in grain double as good 
as last year, caused by the good ripening season. 
Turnip crop not as good as last year, still a medium 
crop ; the month of May, the time of setting the scerl, 
being very hot, is the cause of the deficiency in this 
crop, lloscontmon D. — The cause of the great increase 
in the potato crop this year is attributed to the fact 
that it had come to almost full growth before the 
“ blight" set in. The consequence is that the ground 
is full of all kinds. So plentiful is this crop tliat 
“ Champions” can be puvcliased at 2s. per cwt. in the 
market here. The mildness of the season had a good 
effect in producing a fair yield in all kinds of crops 
this year. Strolcestovm D. — I believe that the very 
good yield of oats and potatoes this year is owing to 
the favourable state of the weather during the planting 
and early part of the growing season ; and had it not 
been for the sharp frosts in the middle of J une, I am 
of opinion that the yield of potatoes in the bog lands, 
would have been much larger. 

Sligo County. Bnllymote D . — I am of opinion 
the good yield of the various crops this year may be 
attributed to the exceptionally fine weather during 
harvest time, which enabled the farmers to save 
their crops without damage, and at the proper times. 
The season, too, all through was favourable for the- 
growth and ripening of the grain. Easltey D . — The 
oats and barley have not given so good a yield as. 
expected. It is believed this is to be attributed to 
the wet weather in duly and the continued coolness of' 
the season ; some of the oats haviug opened very late. 
On the whole the grain crop is a fair average on former- 
years, and where there is a decrease it is in wet 
localities. Cabbage is a poor crop, in consequence of 
there being no good plants to be had in the early 
season. The hay is a fair crop, and well saved. 
Turnips and mangolds are only middling, the turnips, 
having in many cases to be sown twice, owing to frost 
and the cold season. The potato has given a good 
yield, owing to the introduction of new seed, and the
